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INTRODUCTION. 

The greiiler (wirt of III!! hiblets here pulilisiieil, ,is well !is nearly .ill of lliiipp of 
Vol. XV, H-cre ilisiMDvprPci ilui-ini; thp soi-nrul Expoditkm lo Kippar, spiit out l>y the 
Babylonian C'ommilt<* ot the Univeraty of Ppnnsylvunia, in (ho years lK!i9-90, 
under the direetorsliip of I*rof. John P. Peters, D.IJ. The tablota wore f(nmd' quite 
close to (he soiitJi-woat wall of the pHkro, known as the"C'ourt of (.'olumns,"' 
idthouRh at a slij^htly lower le\-el. This pahice was situated in the northern pari of 
the western half of the city, opposite t« the Temple of BM, and almost directly west 
of it; from which it was sepiirated by an aneient eonal, known as the Shatt en-Kil, 
which (iivided the c-ity info two parts. Nearly all of these tablets are of a reddish 
terra-cotta color, and are tlioroushly linked; in coiiBC([uence of whidi, tliey are 
unusually well preBcrve!!. Aucording to ]>r. Peters, "there wn.s no truce of a wall 
immediately about Iheni." 

To this ori^rinal find additional discoveries wc-rf made by Dr. John II. ira3"nes, 
(he director of the third expedition, 189IM)-i, on the same side of I he ranal, but in the 
smitJiem part of the city. In his report he wrileB:" In (lie spiinjj of 1803 and in the 
winter and Bprin^ of l.SD.'i, twenty-five thousand tablets [and fnijiinents] were recov- 
ered from (he ruins of this mound. Several rooms of an andent palace were ex- 
ploiwl and found to jtrescrvo the archives in the very pos-ition and arranjjemcnt in 
whicli they had l)een left when the building was destroye<l. In several instances 
the tabids were placed on theii' e<lf,'efi, reclining nKininsI each other like ashdf <rf 
leanlnj; books in an ill kept lilirarj' of lo-day. In odier instances the tablets H-ere 
found in vreat eoufiision, showing that al the time when thev wei'e binied they had 
f illen [perhaps fiom wooden 'hei\es] into the dcbrit. which (o\ered Ihim A few 
of these tablets «erp dso burnt into (erra-<otli but the ftifit majority are only

d. An arfttinienl of si'enl «eii;lil is loliefoiinil in Ihe consideration of the i)ei-sonul 
names found in the three l.ihiets, datnl in the rei^'ii of Knthflimiiii-lii'l, in eonneelion 
with the neeurrenee of thew same niiiiies in other doeinrients. Shii({iiMUi"i-trish 
(11(1:41 is found in Xo. 57; 26. daleii in the Ihirteenth year of Xiizi'.lfmiilln^h, 
Kiilht-Hnmmflii (I Hi: 2) occurs in (lie same lahlet, i.e.. 57; 2(1; also in No. 101, dated 
in Ihe followiiis rcif^ii, i. e. Kaihshiimii-T iifijii; and also Ncjs. i:jl and i;t2 of Shiigii- 
tnkt'-Shiiii'inIi; in other words, before ;ind after llu! rciipi in i|iiestion. What may 
be re^tnnlpd praetieally as conelusive evidenee is to lie found in eonneelion wilh the 
oceurrpm'eoflhenameW'B^Ai'-.ViniJj tn5:2l. This prominent olfieial of these slore- 
hmisetriin.'^ielions is menticined in Nos. ill, !)«, !)8, 90, 1(H, 111. 112, lH, 114b and 
115- of the reisn »t KiuUmbi-'mi-rmyn. In other woitls his name oeeurs in these, 
lexis only diiriiiK the rcii-o iiremlinjc the kinc whose name is only partially pre- 
served in the kiim's list, ll fr,llows. Ihen^fore, lliat it is highly pwbablc that 
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Kii/lnskman-BH, during whose reign Ihis olTidnl iilso transafit<!d businoss, foUoHTtl 
or prccpdfid the roign of Kadashman-Tvrgn. As the name of thelidtor's prcdcceeaor 
is wpU known, and as tlic two ehiirflttera preserved of liis Riicccssor'a mime lire 
Ka-dnxh, it follows thai Uic minic sliould lie restored KailnxJilinan-JiCI]. 

With theexwption of;d)Oiit fourteen dooiiments these iiii«-riplioiLsnro recoiils of 
the repeipt of taxes or rents from oiitljing (Ustrii-is about Xippur; of coniinciL'ial 
trunsiieliona (^ondnctcd ni(h this property; and the piLjinent of sokrieB of the slore- 
hoiiso ofTLi-lHls as well us of the priests, and others in ihe temple serviee. In other 
words they refer to tlie handling and disposition of the taxes after tliey luid been 
eoUeeted. 

This intorne is commonly desifinnled as GISII-BAR, whieli is fiencr.dly trans 
laled "tax" or "rent." Further, the kind of tax is stipulated: GJSH-BAE-CAL, 
OISH-BAR KU-(}AR, GIHII-BAlt SHE-BA, aiSII-BMi lab-ki, GISII-BAR 4 17a 
(5 q<i, qa, 10 gn, and onec 12 qn, cf. No. lOfi), and GISH-BAR KIX-SIG (35: 1).' 
GISII'BAR, iqn, ete., has no referenee to tlic kind of tax levied, as it refers fre- 
(piently to cereals; in No. 21 it appHes to wine, and in Xo. 5(i to aninials. IIlo same 
is Iriin of the other tenns. The tax was paid in all kinds of naturjil products, such 
ai eom, sesanie, oil, tUites, flour, li\'e stoek, ete.,^doubtless aceordiiifr to a rebtiie 
slandiml of values. 

^;xal^l)- wlmt the sixidficution 4 i/n, etc., refers to, eannol be determined. 'Ilie 
lernple, asiii other ages, doubtless owned lands and other pro£)erty; nnd held endow- 
iTLents.

After Ihe taxes jiad lieen eollei'ted they were either liniupht to Nippur; or if 
the town bail a si orehoiise, they were dc|msi1ed in it. A jiood many of tlie docu- 
nieiits refer to Ihe fact that the eoninioditien were taken froni a slorehoiiS! (Aoi'rt) 
ot a certain iown. The taxes from Biiiall liundets or esbites were doiiblleSH bmufsht 
to Nippur and dejxisited in one of its storehonses, or iiseil for immedialc payiiionts, 
or for buaness fmitsiictions. Several slorehouues were Uicatetl in Xippur, as is nat^

Xo title apiK'itrs iti cotinec-tion with his name, with 11 possihlt 
except ioii of Vol. X\', ;(fl ; 21, whew liiiiflivirii ' ' sciilw" niJi)ear» after a ccrlHin Innnn- 
nii. He is rf-preaoiiteil as reeeivins the taxes (d. \kI. XV, Nris. IX), KIB, 112, 115, 
etc) ; and a groat many ivi-eipta recnnl him an niakiiij; disi 1110101110 nts (cf. \'ol. XV, 24, 
;j2, 57, («, 93, eto.). Jii son.p, it is sti|iulateil that dolitw shidl lie jiaid to him (i-f. :JS, 
eti'.); the salaries of the riiiqii, K.i-ZID-DA unci oilier ofTn-ials are paid by him (of. 
Vol, XV, Xos. H, 104, 114, etc.); and it is nitli the riim and the KA-'/.ID-DA offieers 
that he has drawn up the "tablet of tmst" Ouiip" ''il-'ili (cf. XIV, Ko. 42). 

Mddiilcu is the principal official during the jTign of Xiiii-Miirulliinh. In the 
olosiiiR years of the prooodinf; rcif!n (('. f. Kuri-Galzii) he is meiitionod odce, as iveil as 
twice in the fiiceoodinp roi^n {Kadaslimaii-Tiirgii I . Xeifher is his title nienlioiiod, 
except in No. 5G where he ia oalloii mini shnrri " servant of the kinp;." In C. li, 
M. :W11, howeiTr, there is a certain .l/(tj'/»frM, who is a physician (ihfli- InXos. 45, 
7<i, etc.. he niakesdishnrHenLenfs; in Nos. 79, !I2, oil*., anionnls are |wiid, aoeordiiiK 
to his order; iu No. 49 payniont is made to him; in oihcrs, Vol. \V:2(i, ele., pay- 
nienls of salaries are made by him. 

I liiiixhii-X iiiib is another official mentioned iu thof<o texts, who acted in a similiir 
capaoily. He conducted uffaii's in flie following reijius, namely, Kuildshnmn-Tiuyu 
antl K'liJiinhmaii-Bi-l. In Xos. HJ4, 112, etc., he receives inooininp; In.vos. In Xos. 

1)1, !)(i, etc., he pays sjilariea I0 other 
offieei-s. 'rlieec throo prominent otTlcials, thei-efcn-e, without takiiLj; a few tablets into 
cousidonitiou may lie said to Hilc'ceed eaoli oilier. l)iirili« the lime Iiiiiaimu a<-led in 
the ca[>acily mentioned, an indiviilual, Siii-ii'iuilirii, took a prominent pari in the 
traiisaclions. He seems lo have acted ms an «Kent for the slorohouse (cf. Vol. XV: 
89). In Ihe siiec'i^linfr years, li,i,>:,»iii, MxrUikii ami Inmshii-Xiiiib were followed 
by others whoso names, es[iecially in (his volnme, are jvist as promhiently mentioned, 
but not so frequently in Vol. XV.

Dr. Kiiip, III his LcUers and liiscripliniis oj Haininiirabi, p. XXII, writes: "the 
former (/. c. the tablet) was prcveuted from peniiaiieni ly slidtini; to (he latter (the 
envelope) by pnwderinsit wilh dry <'l;iy." By experimenting it will he found that 
material tlius used eiiiifts to the <'lay, and ciopcs up the iiniircHsiotis of the stylus. 
The inner tablet I ha\n found to ho singiilarlj- free friiui anything which lia<l (lie 
ap[>earanee of jxiwileivd day. hiini<>diiit<'ly aftei' llie tablet wns mitten, or after 
allowing llie clay to Bel for ashoi'l lime, solhat it would not lose its shape when Ijeiuj; 
eni'nsed, the thin layer of i-lay was folded uljout it. Oeeasionally the ease r!iiij;s here 
and there to llie lalilet, hut as a rule it eaii I* renioied without niuell diffieulfy. 

The scrilje jirobably took a lump of clay and rolleil it flat wilh an instnunenl 
at hami. By very little praetiee the proper amount eoulil Ih' selected. When roiled 
into n thin layer it would appear more or less raund. It was then wrapjx'd aboul 
the Liiblet. and what remained after the tablet was covered was ejisiiy liroken off. 
If the material was not suSii-ient to cover the tablet, addiliomd clay could be added; 
and by dipping il, into n-jiter, ail the eraeks could easily be removed wilh the fingers, 
or willi a spatula. .\ smooth surface was tiiiis obtained wifh liltie difficulty.

It it was of Hiiflit'ient imixirlanco to reiiniio the 
iiiclividuid's seal, we would natiiKiily think that lie had a right to proleet himself, 
and to lake prcea ill ions that the doeuiueiit would not l>c altered, esjM'eiaily as we 
know that this was not impossible. The oidy wa\- fills [irotettiou eould be assui-ed 
was to enciise (he talilel, atid for the oliligiir to make im}>resBionB with his seal upon 
the enveloiie. The holder of the doeument iiiijiht be able to make ehaiises on Ihe 
ease, but he eoidd not i>eal it off tu alter the tablet ; l«>i'auHe he eould not lt«lore (he 
envehi[i(> which contained the seals of the ol.ilij;or. If in some way tlic ease had 
become itijunsl, or alteraliou was HUS|iected. it woukl an easy matter to remote the 
pnvelo[)e in the pi-eseiiec cif the contrattin>r [Kitties, and thus veiify the eonliact. 
which had been entered into. In short, it in imiioHwible to euneeive of a U'ller pro- 
tected (lijcnnient than a eaw-lablet [imperly sealeil; whereas, an uncnwd tablet, 
although il <-i>ii tallied seal inipresvions, could bealtei'cl. 'lliaf the envelojies of these 
doeimienfs and not Ihe tablets were peided, therefore, is not siirprisinc; and, eontiary 
to the idea advanced, does not ntpiire us to seek aniithcr explanation than (he 
almve for Ihe envelopiuf! of Ihe bdJet, 

In BOniecncascci contracts, csiM'.ialiy of the fiint dynasty of Babylon, Uitli the 
tablet and the cane welf sealed; imi the seal hnpressions <m the inner tablets of 
this ajie, Ihat 1 have noticed in the t'niveiidty collection, are not made upon the 
writinn, iiut on the edjies, or empty spaces of the lai>iel. 'Jhis is significant. 

Those who have deciphered tabids, upcni which seal impressions ha\-e been 
made, know how diHieult the wilinnof some tablets is to read; and that some wedfiea 
have totally disappeared, owiny to the pressure of the sral upon the soft clay. In 
i)l.her words the writius may suffer when tlie seal impressions are made upon it. Is 
it not possible Io nee in this fact aiiotJier i-eason why tlie tablet was encased? It was 
hijlhly desinii'le to keep either the writing <•( the <^nvelo])e or the tablet free from im- 
pressioiifi. And it imi*[ be very clear thai if one or the other of Ihci^ docvmients 
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was In Ije simIi'iI ;\nii lliat citiicr was too mnM to inaki' ini]irps.sioiiii upon ciiiptv 
s|i;mti!, thf oiivclfipp notllil ifcfive tlie iinl)rC'isions, for llio aliovp priidciit reasons, 
ns well as to insure aceuracj- in the dntuiuciit.' On the olhpr liaiul, p\cn if llic ease 
weiv injuroil, it wouhl lie ]irnetienUy iiiiiiosnililc lo olilitenile all Ihe traeea i>f the 
fC!\\ imijressioiw. fi>r lliey were made on the dilTprenl sides of Ihe ciivelojK.'. 

Another ri'ason uhy the envciojies of lonns or recoi'ds of Uclitu were scHlfd, is 
in lie found in the foUoivinp exprt'saioii, which occurs troqticntly in the lalilcts tnmi 
thcsi' archives: SIIK-IS.Ut mm "Inmnliu-S'IX-IB i-imm-din-ma ■''""■k-tiniil.-kii Hi-ip- 
(ii "The Ijurley he shall pay to Irtmsliv-Ninib, aod the seal lie shall lireak." (XIV, 
115. <i. iilso X\', -i!)), which proves that after Ihe ohli[^ilioii had Ix'en met, the caKc 
coutaiuiiia till' man's seal was liroken off. Ilic inidde talilet wan doubtless piiwer^ed 
in the archives as !i wconl of the Irniisactioo. In this ivoy it is possihle lo aceount 
for iii;iny of llie i^iiiall records width liave the iipijcanince of haviiiK ijcein-'icused.

Only fix of tlie nineteen envelopes of lioth volumes Sfi, 111, 11(1, 121), l;iS of Vol 
XVI and St> ot VoL XV mention Ihe '■'"'Ui(n»tJ-i( (or »;«iil»i, and (,'ive the imiue of 
the individual whose seal made it. (.'ontniri- to the prnclice of Ihe first dynasty of 
Baliylon, when occasionally the inside tahlet of some priiate contracts was sealed 
as «-ell as the ease, in liut a Kinjde instance- does an inside t.ahlet of thece aiihivcs 
contain the seal hniiresann, aUhousli one (XV, IHii nientiims the kiwukkii. The 
tact, llicrefore, that tablets Xo. '•2, 2H, 43. 45, 63. 7!) ami !)S of Vol. XV menlion 
senis tkiwiikkii i)T"'""'k'iiiiikkiO, and do not contain seal impiessions, show tliaf, they 
are either diiiilientes, hi which case the iisiiai word S'ifiri" duplicate" (cf. XIV, all, 
1 1.'), etc. 1 is omitted; or they are inside tablets, the cases liaviiiK heeii ivinoved. This 
beinir true, and takinn into I'onsideration the fact that only one of the nineteen tali- 
lets taken mit ut their cases refers to the seal impression which ajUM^ai's on the ease, 
we have an additional reason (cf. above] why we shoidd infer that a larfiy i)e]'eenta(;e 
of thi^ small tablets, of the kind of docninents which were encased, rwiKinally liad 
envclo[ies, es[H>cially as they have tlie appearance of Liavinf; Iteen encased, the in- 
<h'ntalirni of llie stylus l>eiiig so sharply jireservc'd. Perhaps Ihe envelopes liail been 
removed f'lr refcn.>nce: or in the case of tablets whieli were I'ecords ot obligations,

If it is a 
tablet which h:id iiecu eneawd, referoni^e 1o the seal, or itssulislitute, as on X", 11(1, 
mislit havf! lieen miuie on tlio tablet, whilfi the impresBioii itself appoarcd only on 
tho case. It has the appearance, however, of lx?in|; a. small tablet that had not been 
envelopei!. The former ()'. e. No. 30) is comparatively roughly made. If sisikdi 
means "cloth " or "dvcss" (ef. Dclilzsch, If. W. B. p. 50G, and Jenncn K. li. VI, U f.) 
it i.1 pcisfdble to itm very faint traces on the ease of what might Iw rpgartlc<l as im- 
pi'essions of sm-h matciial. On the other hand, on the rijtlit edge, if the word lias 
reference to sonielhinfr wlilt-h eoiiltl lie used to prick a hole in the clay, while soft, 
an indenture, roiLghly made, is seen (cf. Plate XIII, Xo. -.Vi). Tablet XIV, SG, how- 
ever, puts the matter beyond any reiison.ilile doubt. The closing words of the case 
read', supw "XI X-IIi-nhu-iddinn s'sft/ii "X iitkii-di-na-nn-ni " Thnml)it;ul of iXiiiili- 
ahii-iililinn, nimklu of.ViistiwHnoHiit". On I he left edgfi are seven Ihiinibn ail marks, 
and on the lower left etige Is a clearlj- defined hole alxiiit 2 mm. in dlameler (cf, 
Plate XI 11, Xo. ;W). On this document, as well ns onXo, Jio, there are absohilcly no 
traces of cloth marks. AUmtthe small holes of ;dl three l^ibletslbere are marks which 
sMSKcst tli(> idea that tlicy were made by an inatrunieuf. wliicb did not have a ver,- 
long projection, the base of which Las left its imprint.

I have nothing definite to suggeflt liej-ond the faet that the iailenlafioiiR 
show that they were made by some kind of an instnunent, which doubtless was rc])- 
reseiited :iBl»ing in the hand of the god; or it was an object alt ached to Mb "pr- 
ment;" or [icrhapji it was (he end of his girdle lo whielL sompthiug appended, which 
the worshipjicr took hold of when he stood before his statiM?.

Till' whI iiLipressionB, as a riilc, an: iiLcoinpIcle on tliPEse dru-iiiiieiils, oivin}; to 
till' fiic't tlijlt (lie talilels theniBelveH urr mnnll, or thr iiiiinspriljed porlions iipdil 
which the L[ii|iriiil of seals eould I* miule, were not Uiriie enough to reeeive the 
riilire impreSKioiis. Asfiiras I can asrcrtidii all the Bealij iineil on tlicfie tablpts n-ere 
I'vlindric'iil in shape, and of a larjjc mkp. In a jjoiid many iiiBlaiices imly the end or 
the border of the eyhnder whs employed. (Hee Plate XlV.l In c>lliei-s llio sciibp 
took ])articular miv to use that part of the cylinder which contained the lij-ure. In 
[f'B [lorfions of the penl» are repeated a(jain and ncnin over Ihe enliie 
tablet. Tho following obseiTalions Hiijqrest thniiselvRS afler nn 
exiiniinotion of the impressions on these doeiiTneiits. 

Most of the seal imprints on these tablets show tnu'ew of what 
may lie calletl a decorative border at each end of theeylinder. In the 
wveral hundred cylinders of our I'mveraitv lliisemn. theii? is riot one 
tliat lias Ibis peculiarity. Tliis wciiia lo bo a charncleriKtic feature 
of the peals of the Cassite ]ierii>d. In the ai-eompamiiis ilhistnifion, 
Ihe lines of the work indii-ated are iala^lioon tlie tablef. which would 
mean that the>' wei'e c'ameo on ll 
fealures show remarkable skill c 
|Mirt of II* arlisl. Dr. W. II. Ward has 
siifijjeslpd that Ihe seal hail a thin metal eap, presum- 
ably of liiM, upon which tlic I. 
Plates XIV and XV, for additionj 
featniT of the seals.) 

In two of the impiTvisions a symbol in the fonii of 
amaltesecn)SHis3een. To the left of the one in No. 2, I 
sliaivd symbol rejireHenled. In the other (see No. 7, I 
animal is depicted, while beluw there is a desif!;ii in Ihe form of a wheel. 

'I'he most nofewortliy impifssion is that of a \vinfted cenlanr ilniwiiift a bow 
in the direction of a date tree. Porliiiiiitely the scribe pressei! the seal on all siiles 
of the small tablet. By eombinlns the different impi^essions llie fia"re can be 
reasonably well resloriHl with the exi'eplion of Ihe iiptH'r part ot the head, and 
the lower part, of the fore feet. Tliis figure shows a remarkable resemblance to 
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!in enihinn an fi Iwmuliiry slniic of ^^ch-Shi|•.„, (lir. M. Nu. 101), wludi k flir 
wigittarius or iiroher, reprpsctilc^ nsa wiiiftpdi^iiiaiir.' nilh (loiililehciicl ami doulile 
tail, and a scorjiion benealli his front feel icf. Boll, SiJinrm p, I8!l). 

CHECK MARKS. 

Ill iniitp a imiuhpr of llicw tpxls. iMirliciilarly llir larKcr "iii«, snwll doles, soiiio- 
tiniw more or loss rnmid (.'f. XIV, 5", and XV, JSSi. and at otlicr limes «emi- 
drfular (ct. Xl\', 221, appear liofore the name; ocfasioiially in couiicclimi mtli the 
amount recorded (tf. X\", lUlii. iind cmce on tlip edjie of the liililet (cf. XV, ;i8c). 
These marks were used to I'lieck off Hie amounts paid, or the n;ii>n's of the jiersoiiw 
who reeeived what is written in ronnection with their names. 'I'liey can properly 
l)e eiilhil"eheek-nnirks." t>wing to the diaraeter of the writing! nialerial it would 
be iinpcissilile to add frcnn time to time additional names and amounta. The lists, 
whieh are moi'tly recoiila of the payments of Falai'ies or waiies, were, as a nile, 
enpied by the mrilies from earlier lists. In some iuKtauecs even the amounts 
weit' eopied. After tlie tahlel was written, ivliat was nctiinlly jiaid was checked off 
by means of tliese small holes. That this is the pro]ier e.\planatiiin of these inden- 
tations is proved liy the faet that in XV, IM, line 24. no " check-mark" appears. 
It is the only nanie in the li^l "Inch is not pi'ecede<l liy an iiniounl that was paid let. 
aL-!o XIV, niar.'T, '2.S; or, XV, 1,SII:14, 4:i, and -JOfl IV; 111. :i2. 10, 47 , etc.l. Also 
names which are [ireirded by mHii (C.l/>i "dc.fa^cd' and 'jH?';i((//.l-.-ll " fnptive,'' 
terms implying.' that thi' i)ersons were no longer in the temple service (see Introdne- 
tion. XV, p. 7). hkewi^e do not have "check -marks;" {ef. XV. ms 1:].-| and 21M) 
IV: ;!:ti. [■'urthcr, the fad that in tablet XV, 2(XI. only names !«.foiT which .inionnis 
are not i-ecorded, and the names which aiv i)re<'eiled by fi'il'iu are without these 
" cheek-marks," proves that the tablet was thus marked when somelhing hud liren 
paid. Finally, that this is the pniiHT exjilanalion of tliese small hok's is pmved eon- 
chisi\-ely hy XIV, !Ha. in whirh thiiK; lines do not lia\"i' '' eheek-niarks. " In each, 
the anioiints which !iad been wiitten before the names have l«-en erasvd. 

In XV, HIS, R<nne of llie hi>les art- clear cut (et. lines 2.1, 2l>. :■!), :iO, 4S, to f)!) but 
Ihc n'sl appe.arto have lieen made afttr the tablet had lienime somewhat hardened. 
The doeimient cmitaininsr considerable data coidd not perhajH he verified at once. 
During the interruption it wiis wrappiil very likely in a damp ehilh in order to keep 
it soft, ns sij^Tis of cloth linprpssions ii|)on it are everywhere visible. 

In all probahihty these " dieek-mark.s" were made with the upim- end of llie 
stylus, which was rnim<l, or semi-eircular, or poiuleil. In the iire-Karfimiic [Haiod, 
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when the eircli- liiui the value Ipii, mill the )M'ml-ellij)licnl inipressioii stood for one, 
it is vi^ry likely that the upper eiiii nf llie Hlyliis wan round; and that it wns ufed to 
make Ihi! numerals. The cii'i'le w^ik niadv ]>y pi^eKsiuj.' the stvlus pei-peiKliruhirly 
iiilD the siift cl^iy ; :ini\ iiie M'nii-elliptii'al by lenuijn; it lengthwise, as in wiilini;. 

THE STYLUS. 

The ileternii nation of the ilmrai'ler of the sl.ylua which the aiideiit Bnhyloiiinu 
and AKByrinii seviiieB used in writing!; lahlets huh Iteen eredited to Dr. Zehnpfund.' 
The followinjr, however, I Itiink, will show that his Htyluu ia different from Unit used 
by the aticieut seribe, heciuise it doeii tuit make the projwr impression npon tbc cla.w 
It is descrilml as bein;; of hox wuchI, "one end of whieii is putinloan p\ai-t iji|Uan'. 
'I'hiseiid of the styliiH was <ut away ohliipiely, so that one of llio c'oniers of tlieend 
formed a KomewlLUf ui'nln an^le. [See illustration of his Ktylus next pase.] It was 
held lik<: a [X>n, and the jiressure wns applied chiefly to t h<' upiiei- edfje in the direelion 
of the point, with a Klifdit iuehnaUon toward the left." In tablets wrif ten by Mm- 
pfund it will lie ol>served th.it, in nuikinu the oblique wedfte. sometimes he Uiacb 
the left eonier of the stylns eome into c'ontael with the elay, and sometimes the lijiht. 
The "angular hook" ir/iiMh,d;',>, h<- maih' exactly like the fonner of the ohli<jne 
wedites, with the result that in appearance, of conrse, it is exactly llie J'ame, Cf, 
ri^rT'l^f^Ff WT ' ToniakethehoriKonlal we<l;re of any )enj.lli, it is neces- 
sjirv for him to draw the stylus over the soft ehiy. Dr. Zehnpfund 's desire to hold 
the instrument, ns we ordinaiily do a ]iencil or iii-\i, doniitlesjf led him to his iim- 
dusions. l\ith tlic except ion of the fact that some sciibes made the impression of the 
perpendieular wedfre extend lifihlly to the rishl «ile more th.in to the h^fl ; and that 
(here is e\'ery \ariation of a teiiiMlmkrii. fnnn nn ol)li<]iie wedj;e to a well defined 
"ansular-hook," the wedfijja of (he ancient wiitinfi: are aHcisttliev iliffeienl. 

Tlie resulla of my own inveHtisnlions with referenee to the htylus were ready for 
the piess, and were presenteil to the Oriental Club of rhiladel]iliia more than a year 
ago. 'lliiH fact is nientioneil inasniiLch as there has apiieared i-ecently ti'uni the pen 
of the famous CMiavator De ilor^an {lica-iul -k- Trnmiix. XX\'1I Liv. 3 <■!. 4 
p. 211 ) resiLlta which are in some respccL similar, especially as rejairds the uppi^r end 
of the stylus which was doubtk'sa uiicd to niake"cliec-k-marks" in this period, and 
nuinljprK in the early iieiiod (nee the discusshm aljovei. With his concliisjiuiK, how 
ov<'r, as iTjninls the stylus pm[)er, I desiiT to take exceptions. 'Ihe insiiinncni, he 
says, was" tiiantrular"; which means that the angle that, made Ihe iinpresaion was
